Professor Keith Callard told the first meetinfi: of the McGLiU Historical Society. last night. 



• Professor Callard, a member 
of the Political Science Depart- 
-^lent at McGiir spoke on' 'The 

American Election: An Apprai-, 
sat". Ke stressed .that the televi- 
. sion dcjiates have resulted in. à 
completely chapged style of cam- 
paigning and that this year, a 
different' type '61 candidate is 
being' presented to the Anieri- 
»^', . can* people. • — .■ ■ <• 

"The télévision debates had 
the appearance of a quiz-show, 
and most' people were not con- 
cerned with' whètlier tlie can- 
didates were ., convincing, but 
\y>th who was .ahead. In my 
view, the debate's served to obs- 
cure the issues, and to force 
candidates into a position they 
may later regret ; they were not 
y. a service to the American voter", 
■ ■ , J. . • 

Professor Callard also pointed 
out that in this 'election, it seems 
that' ' 'most ' people will vote 
against something, rather than 
for definite issues or candidates. 
Farmers are. opposed to Republi- 
can farm policy, the religious 
issue -may determine votes and 
even dislike of tlie candidates' 
wives -may be important for the 
■ >vi>men'g • vote. In . tbU connec- 
tion, Professor ' Callard shigled 
out' l\r: Nixon's remark that 
"America cannot stand Pat". 

"The religious issue is very 
hard to esthnate. Normally Re- 
publican Catholics- may . «witcb 
.theiç -votes to Kennedy ia oppo- 



sition to '. anti-Catholicism. . In 
key states,- this may influence 
the standing of - the Electoral 
College without rcprèscntitïg' 
large numbers of voters". , 
' Witb.regartl.to the candidates 
themselves. Prpfessor Callard 
voiced a "slight personal prefe- 
rence" for Kennedy, and slated 



his belief that JCennedy was 
"more flekible; than Nixon". ^ 
' "Both candidates's intellect arid 
training rank above Eisenhower's 
and Truman's. However, they 
don't give the impression ol 
great moral convictions; this 
doe.sn't ' necessarily mean that 
they liaven't any convictions.

U.S. Election Highliglits • III 

Campaign Issues 

Every iniportnnt election campaign in a democratic 
state revolves to some degree about certain Icey issues. 
Tiie current United States presidential election is no 
exception. ConsLstent witli our decision to present our 
readers with a summary of tiie liighlighls of tlie 
cuirent campaign, we today offer a run-down of what 
appear to be the main ip.sue.s wiiich will decide the 
outcome of Tuesday's voting. 

During the course of Nixon and Kennedy's elec- 
tioneering four broad issues have, developed — 
foreign policy, domestic economy, religion and person- 
ality. The latter two are not issues in the sense that 
the candidates have enunciated pailicular policies on 
religion and pei-.sonality ; indeed, personality, by its 
very nature defies open controversy and religion has 
been meticulously avoided as a point of argument i)y. 
both candidates. 

Nevertheless), the consensus of opinion in Ame- 
rican journals is that botli religion and personality 
will play a major role in determining where American 

{)eopie will mark their X's. The New York Times 
1ÎI.S gone so far as to call religion the number one 
issue. Personality is an obviou.s issue in tlie .sen.se that 
both Kennedy and Nixon are unusually young for the 
presidency and that both men have about equal 
experience. Many persons will vote for the man who 
appeals to them most as a per.sonalily. 

In the balance against Kennedy on the religious 
i.ssue i.s the antipathy toward Catholics which is 
centered mostly in rural areas of the Midwest, the 
South and the Mormon areas of the West. In his favor 
is the reaction, among the large Catholic populations 
of the urban North against the suggestion of bigotry. 
Another element favoring Kennedy on the religious 
question is the possibility that many Catholics and 
non-Catholics will vote for him as a means of settling 
the religious issue once and for all. 

The personality issue has undoubtedly achieved 
added importance this election as a result of the tele- 
vision debates. E.nch candidate has had an opportunity 
to project his pul)lic image into the homes of millions ' 
of voters he woiild not otherwi.se reach during the 
campaign. People all over America have had an oppor- 
tunity to judge for themselves which man is better 
equipped to lead the country. Peoples' reactions to 
Kennedy and Nixon as tliey appeared on television 
likely will detoi niine many votes.. 

On the question of foreign policy, the cold war 
■with Russia is the central area of importance. Both 
candidates have shown a be-(o»gh with Russia .ittitude. 
Some observers feel Nixon is ahead in this area because 
of his experience as Vice-President. Others lean to 
Kennedy because of liie manner in which he stood up 
to Nixon during the T.V. debates. The Queinoy-Matsu 
question has also become a dominant part^of the foreign 
policy i.ssue. Nixon said he would defend the islands 
. in all events. KennedyiiiOn^he.other hand, said he 
Avould not risk Amèrlcari^lives by allowing the country 
to be dragged into a wrong war at a wrong time. 
Finally, policy with legaid to Cuba has received mucli 
discussion. Kennedy seems to have an advantage here 
in that many blame the Eisenhowei- administration for 
increasing the difficulties with the Castro Government. 

The domestic issue centres nround uriemploynient 
and farm policy. Kennecly has declared that under the 
Republicans the American economy has progressed to 
the brink of its third recession in three years. He also 
gets strength on farm policy froni the wide-spread 
. discontent over Ezra Ta ft Benson. 
• As . television, has gained importance as a '(aimpaign 
medium in irccent years, the whole aspect of U.S. 
. presidential electioneering h.ns changed. Voters in past 
elections have .shown a tendency to vote on the basis of 
.their emotions rather than on the basis of a lational 
evaluation of the issues. But today this emotional 
decision-making is likely to be even more prevalent. 
For this reason, Ave believe that of the four broad 
issues outlined above,. peraonalit.v will play the major 
role in deciding theloutcomé of "Tuesdày'B election. ^

Peter Usher, a 3rd year ^IcGill student, Bpent two 
weeks last summer marching tlie 200 miles from Manches- 
ter to London. He was one of a group of dedicated 
CUCND members who undertook the march to promote 
the cause of world peace. 



Spcakinj! lo a meeting of the 
Combined Universities Campaign 
for Nuclear Disarmament yester- 
day. Usher explained that this lonjt 
trek was originated (ot the purpose 
of awakenint! Iho British people to 
the dangers of the Bomb. A dozen 
members made (he entire journey 
from Edinburgh to L.ondon, while 
Usher himself joined the group nl 
Manchester. 

Tlie few liundrcd marchers who 
li'ft .Manchester ■were ^reeled with 
an enthusiastic response Ihrough- 
out the North country. The people 
were impressed by the nightly 
meetings held in the town halls and 
pubs, and they reacted favorably 
to what Usher termed the "perso- 
nal approach." LeaHets were dis- 
tributed and petitions against the 
Bomb were signed. 

By the time the demonstrntors 
reached tlie outskirts of London, 
tlieir numbers had ballooned to a 
good 6000. They marched towards 
the heart of tlie city along Edge- 
ware Road, a Scottish band leading 
the way. Hundreds joined at every 
stop, and the triumphant entry into 
Trafalgar Square wais made by an 
antibomb crowd of 10,000 people. 

Usher felt that the urbane Lon- 
doners were not overly impressed 



with the campaign, but he empha- 
sized the importance!; that it had 
in the smaller communities, where 
people were not used to occurren- 
ces of this type. Many supporters 
were enlisted, and new CUCND 
groups were set up In -several 
towns. .,s6^iii!w,i . . „ ,

The Redmen's success is mainly attributable to the 
unitiueness which has no peer, either offensively or defensively. 

The spoctator's concern Is usually centred on the clean, skillfull 
execution of pass patterns, or the exciting beauty of, an «lusive 
halfback.

Football is essentially a gatneTof.-violenceTand^ohlyTitiTexpe- 
rienced few realize what is happening in thë game whithin a game 
where no quarter is given and none e.tpectcd. Linemen are a special 
breed who delight in finding an opponent of equal size and strenght, 
with whom they can spend a delightfully violent afternonn. 

LINEMEN'S PART IS TOUGHEST 

Practice periods are especially illustrative of the lineman's 
world. While the fragile backs run plays, the lineman can be 
found in a dimly Ht corniT of the practice field learning new 
assisnmcnts and l)rushliii; up on fundamental!;. Since this can only 
bé done by getting your hands dirty, every night is a rough night. 
Among linemcnt, being injured is a relative conceal. The Is never 
whether or not but rather, how badly. Sprain and bruises arc 
accepted as a necessary consequence of a game which they play 
strictly for fun. as the other incentives are unfortunately not part 
of the lineman's life. 

A competent line illustrates it's ability both on offense and 
defense. If the halfbacks arc being stopped by off-side linebackers 
or defensive halbacks, the linemen are doing their Job. Any 
hain)ack can appear effective behind a good line as he is rarely 
touched for the first four or five yards. Pass protection is another 
indication of the line's al)ility. The success of the Redmcn's quarter- 
back can be attril)uled directly to his blocking linemen as it is 
difficult to throw jiu accurate pass from a sitting position. On 
defense, the success of the line is determined priniarily by the 
rushing of the opiwsing team which will illuminate any defensive 
weakness. 

MeVEY DOES GREAT JOB 

The development of the Redmcn wingline has, for Ihe past 
three years, been in the capable hands of Vaughn McVey. This 
type of football is not a boy's game and the first element of 
success IS the respect of a very rough group of individuals. For 
coach McVey, this situation posed a problem, as the experience 
of some of his linemen was equal to, or greater than his own,- 
He solved this difficulty by acting as a primus, inter pares, with 
the emphasis on teamwork, rather than the unquestioning accep- 
tance of executive decision. By inducing the older, more expe- 
rienced, linemen to impart this knowledge to. the younger glayers 
he has produced a remarkable balance of . experience and youUi.
